DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses a multilayer structure which comprises a coextrusion tie layer comprising 5 to 
35% by weight of a polymer itself composed of 80% to 20% by weight of a metallocene 
polyethylene with a density of between 0.863 and 0.915 and of 20 to 80% by weight of a non - 
metallocene LLDPE polyethylene with a density of between 0.900 and 0.950, the blend of 
polymers being cografted by a grafting monomer chosen from unsaturated carboxylic acids and 
their derivatives, and 95 to 65% by weight of metallocene polyethylene homo- or copolymer the 
comonomer of which comprises 3 to 20 carbon atoms, the density of which is within a range in 
which the minimum density of the range is 0.863 and the upper value of the range is 0.902.
